The  men's  dormitory  —  Friends  Hall  — 
was  built  in  1983  under  the  presidency  of  Dr.  McKinley  C.  Martin;  it  houses  one  hundred 
eighteen  male  students.  Architects  and  engineers  of  the  building  was  Brewer,  Gudbuld, 
Hensen  and  Dickson,  P.A.,  and  its  General  Contractors  were  W.  R.  Waylor  and  Son 
Construction  Company.  Friends  Hall  is  under  the  management  of  Mr.  James  Adams. 

Named  in  honor  of  a  deceased  faculty  member  and  academic  Dean,  the  Frank  W. 
Gambrell,  Jr.  Residential  Hall  was  constructed  during  the  1977-78  school  year  during  the 
term  of  President  James  E.  Miller.  This  three  story  air  conditioned  building  houses  100 
females  and  is  under  the  management  of  Mrs.  Evans. 

Many  students  enjoy  the  comfort  of  the  Student  Union  named  in  honor  of  the  organizer 
of  the  school  —  Mrs.  Zee  A.  Barron.  This  building  was  constructed  in  1978  where  various 
types  of  student  activities  such  as  bowling,  pool,  video  games,  student  publication  and 
lounging,  as  well  as  book  service,  food  service,  and  the  nurse's  office. 

In  1973  the  Dickerson-Johnson  Library  Center  was  constructed  in  honor  of  the  school's 
first  librarians,  Ethel  Dickerson  and  Lillian  R.  Johnson.  It  contains  more  than  60,000 
volumes.  Also,  included  are  the  media  center,  seminar  room,  alumni  room,  Delta  Heritage 
room,  and  various  offices.

Department  of  Defense  (DOD) 

The  Department  of  Defense  and  the  Historically  Black  Colleges  and  Universities  (HBCU)  program  has  an  Automation  Resources  program 
that  allows  leasing  of  computer  and  components  for  a  nominal  fee. 

Under  the  AR  program,  HBCU  can  lease  equipment  up  to  five  years  for  the  mere  cost  of  transportation  and  packing  expenses  from 
Department  of  Defense  sites  and  return. 

The  Defense  Automation  Resources  Information  Center  (DARIC)  is  located  in  Alexandria,  VA.,  and  administers  DOD  and  HBCU  AR 
programs.  The  office  is  within  the  Defense  Information  Systems  Agency's  Center  for  Information  Management. 

According  to  Shirley  Fields,  Director  of  DARIC,  the  center  also  provides  an  electronic  Bulletin  Board  System  (BBS)  for  use  by  all 
participating  HBCUs.  This  BBS  contains  weekly  updated  listings  of  available  excess  of  AR  in  the  DOD.  After  reviewing  the  listings,  the 
HBCU  may  contact  DARIC  for  assistance  in 
transferring  the  equipment  to  a  specific  location. 

The  types  of  equipment  available  include: 

"■mainframes; 

*  minicomputers; 

""microcomputers; 

*modems; 

*disk  drives; 

""printers  and  other  peripheral  devices.

Final  projects  presented  for  CCC  campus 


The  three-way  partnership  be- 
tween Coahoma  Community  Col- 
lege, Mississippi  State  University, 
and  the  National  Park  Service  has 
resulted  in  three  exemplary 
detailed  landscape  architecture 
plans  for  the  campus  of  CCC. 

At  the  recent  final  presenta- 
tions held  on  the  MSU  campus  in 
Starkville,  CCC  President  Dr. 
Vivian  M.  Presley  said:  "I  see 
some  things  on  all  three  plans  that 
we  can  start  using  right  away. 
Mississippi  ETV  filmed  portions 
of  the  Nov.  4  presentation  featur- 
ing Presley  and  CCC  and  aired 
the  program  on  the  statewide 
weekly  TV  series  "Farmweek" 
which  aired  on  Nov.  16  and  17. 

Presley  is  an  MSU  alum  and 
aware  of  the  world-wide  recogni- 
tion of  the  MSU  landscape  depart- 
ment. CCC's  president  asked  for 
MSU's  assistance  in  the  project. 

Mrs.  Pat  Brown,  Vice- 
President  for  Instruction  and 
Community  Service  Programs  has 
worked  directly  with  Department 
of  Interior  officials  and  she  asked 
the  National  Park  Service  to  over- 
see the  project  due  to  the  fact  that 
CCC's  campus  has  three  histori- 
cal buildings;  the  U.S.  Depart- 
ment of  Interior  agency  wanted  to 
insure  the  preservation  of  those 
buildings  in  their  traditional  form 
and  agreed  to  join  the  three-way 
partnership. 

Dr.  Donald  Zacharias,  MSU 
president,  hosted  a  luncheon  in 
honor  of  the  project  and  CCC  and 
National  Park  Service  officials. 
Along  with  MSU  officials  and 
Stanton,  the  CCC  entourage  in- 
clude Dr.  Presley,  Vice-President 
Brown,  Dean  of  Student  Affairs 


Claudia  Gooden;  Freddie  Cas- 
well, Charles  White,  Marion 
Shelton,  and  Jean  Brandon,  all  of 
the  Vocational-Technical  Divi- 
sion; and  Glynda  Duncan,  director 
of  Public  Relations  at  CCC. 

"We  are  excited  about  this 
partnership  and  look  forward  to 
future  partnerships  just  like  this 
one,"  Zacharias  noted. 

Stanton,  who  worked  closely 
with  the  MSU  Department  of 
Landscape  Architecture  during 
the  six-week  project  period,  was 
very  pleased  with  the  results. 

"I  could  not  have  expected 
anything  better  from  these  stu- 
dents. They  have  done  a  mar- 
velous job.  From  their  presenta- 
tions, you  can  see  how  many  long 
hours  of  research  and  planning 
has  gone  into  the  finished  produc- 
ts," complimented  Stanton. 

A  team  Of  23  fifth-year  MSU 
Landscape  Architecture  students 
(under  the  direction  of  MSU 
professor  Pete  Melby)  worked  ex- 
tensively for  six  weeks  devising 
three  separate  landscape  plans  for 
which  CCC  officials  can  pick  and 
choose  to  implement  on  the  com- 
munity college  campus. 

Although  the  plans  have  long- 
range  details  and  involve 
monetary  considerations,  Presley 
noted  that  there  are  several  short 
range  ideas  that  can  be  imple- 
mented within  a  few  months  peri- 
od. 

CCC  student  participation 
was  considered  in  the  creation  of 
the  plans.  The  MSU  landscape  ar- 
chitecture students  spent  three 
days  on  campus  in  September  re- 
searching CCC  traditions,  CCC 
student  interviews,  cultural  and 


traditional  backgrounds  of  the 
Mississippi  Delta,  and  other 
aspects  involved. 

After  the  MSU  student  visita- 
tion to  the  CCC  campus  in  Sep- 
tember, the  National  Park  Service 
sent  representatives  to  the  MSU 
campus  to  work  closely  with  the 
students  in  directing  them  in  the 
early  stages  of  their  plans. 
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The  finished  plans  are  ex 
pected  to  be  displayed  soon  on  tht 
CCC  campus  in  order  for  faculty 
staff,  administration,  and  studen 
body  to  view  the  project  results.

Construction  of  the  $3.5  million  New  Assembly 
Building  on  the  campus  of  Coahoma  Community 
College  is  1 1  days  ahead  of  the  project  schedule  and  is 
expected  to  be  completed  in  February,  1993. 

Roger  Givens  of  the  State  Employment  Security 
Division  in  Jackson  came  to  Clarksdale  in  the  official 
capacity  of  observing  the  state  project.  Givens,  CCC 
President  Dr.  Vivian  Presley,  and  George  Moore,  CCC 
consultant  to  the  Construction,  toured  the  38,000 
square  foot  construction  site  with  Project  Supervisor 
John  Morgan  of  Dunn  Construction  in  Jackson. 

The  New  Assembly  Building  will  house  four  class 
rooms,  several  offices,  athlete  dressing  rooms  and 
bathrooms,  bathroom  facilities  for  the  general  public,  a 
permanent  stage  area,  and  an  arena  flooring  used  for 
sporting  events.  A  special  protective  floor  covering  will 
be  used  when  the  hardcourt  is  not  in  use  to  allow 
seating  on  the  floor.  The  Arena  will  seat  more  than 
4,000  which  includes  permanent  and  portable  seats. 

The  building  will  also  house  a  press  box  (located  on 
the  west  side)  for  sporting  events  that  doubles  as  a 
control  and  sound  booth  for  cultural  events.  A  video- 
taping area  will  be  located  on  the  South  side  of  the 
facility  mid-way  between  the  home  and  visitor  bench 
areas.  A  handicap  lift  will  be  located  on  the  East  side  of 
the  facility  and  a  special  loading  area  behind  the  stage 
to  the  East  will  allow  entry  wide  enough  for  unloading 
of  large  trucks  for  special  equipment,  etc.

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CCC  hosts  NASA,  USGS 


The  Stennis  Space  Center  and  the 
United  States  Geographical  Service 
(USGS)  has  teamed  up  with  Pearl 
River  Community  College  and 
Coahoma  Community  College  to 
bring  specialized  training  to  local  ar- 
eas throughout  the  state.  As  a  com- 
munity college,  CCC  will  serve  as  a 
support  system. 

CCC  recently  hosted  a  pretraining 
speciality  workshop  at  the  new  Indus- 
trial Training  Center  located  in  the 
Sunbelt  Industrial  Park  on  U.S. 
Highway  49.  Another  pre-training 
session  is  scheduled  before  Christmas 
holidays.  Mike  Snead  is  CCC's  Indus- 
trial Coordinator  and  Betty  Lynn 
Hunt  is  the  Workforce  Specialist  who 
served  as  official  hosts  at  the  Indus- 
trial Training  Center. 

The  "model  for  Technology  Trans- 
fer" as  it  is  referred  to  involves  the 
acute  detailing,  photographing,  and 
digitalizing  information  of  land 
forms,  etc.  of  Mississippi  so  it  can  be 


programmed  into  computer  form  and 
be  utilized  through  these  various  par- 
ticipating departments,  agencies,  etc. 

As  stated  in  the  pre-training  work- 
shop, the  uses  for  such  information  are 
endless.  Workshop  participants  named 
such  uses  as  flood  control,  crop  informa- 
tion and  yields,  water  conservation,  use 
in  public  utilities,  etc. 

More  than  30  persons  participated 
representing  city  and  county  govern- 
ments, public  utilities,  water  manage- 
ment organizations,  architectural 
firms,  the  Yazoo  Mississippi  Levee 
Board,  the  North  Delta  Planning  and 
Development  Center,  Agricultural 
Stabilization  and  Conservation  Ser- 
vice, Soil  and  Water  Conservation 
Department,  and  Soil  Conservation 
Services  in  the  Clarksdale  and 
Coahoma  County  area  as  well  as 
Quitman  County  and  Greenwood. 

Pearl  River  Community  College's 
Industrial  Coordinator  Alec  Ross, 
formerly  of  Clarksdale  and  formerly 


holding  that  position  of  CCC, 
brought  the  experts  together  from  the 
USGS  and  Stennis  Space  Center 
along  with  Pearl  River's  Geographical 
Informations  Systems  Coordinator 
Jerry  Coleman  to  bring  this  spe- 
cialized training  to  all  areas  who  are 
interested  in  participating.
